Applicants have filed a Notice of Appeal in the above-reference patent application, 
which accompanies this submission. Applicants hereby notify the PTO that the proper due 
date for filing the Notice of Appeal should be September 27, 2004. Therefore, the notice 
(filed on the same date herewith-October 13, 2004) has been accompanied with a Petition for 
a One Month Extension of Time. 

In contrast, the Advisory Action indicated that the period for reply expired three 
months from the date of the Final Rejection, which would have made the due date August 5, 
2004, as the Final Rejection was mailed May 5, 2004. The undersigned respectfully submits 
that this date, indicated on the Advisory Action is incorrect. In this regard, the MPEP 
(Section 706.07(f)) provides that the period for reply to an Advisory Action should be the 
mailing date of the Advisory Action, if the response to the Final Rejection was mailed within 
2 months of the Final Rejection. In the present application, the two month after-Final due 
date was July 5, 2004. As July 5, 2004, was a federal holiday in the United States, the two 
month after-Final due date is automatically extended to July 6, 2004.
